The Latest Accounts of the 
Earthquake in France 
and Italy, 


Workmen and Troops Searching the 
Ruins for Dead Bodies. 


The Terrible Destruction at Savona—In- 
habitants of the Stricken Towns Living 
and Sleeping in the Streets—Three Hun- 
dred Bodies Still Buried Under the 
Church Ruins at Bajardo—Fire Adds to 
the- Horrors of the Earthquake—The 
Number of the Dead Said to Exceed 
2,000—Shocks in South Carolina, 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, February 26.—Many additional par- 
ticulars coucerning the great earthquake of 
Wednesday morning are at hand this morn- 
ing. The following telegram was sent from 
Rome last night: The latest intelligence of the 
disaster occasioned by the quake is heart- 
rending. At Genoathe panic is general anda 
great number of families took refuge on 
board vessels in the port. People spent the 
night in carriages, omnibuses or under tents 


along the LBisagno, where more than 
twenty thousand people took refuge. 
From Diano Marino terrible reports have 


come. More than fifty persons have been 
killed and 200 wounded. Many who were es- 
caping from the falling houses were buried in 
the ruins of the buildings. In one house near 
the church not asingle human being has yet 
been extricated. Several officers who saw the 
disaster caused by the quake at Cassamicciola 
several years ago declare the present one was 
more appalling. One reason of the fear- 


ful loss of life at Diano Marino was 
that all the houses were builé over 
large vaults containing oil, the town 


hav.ng a large trade in that commodity with 
France and Germany. These vaults became, 
in fact, s0 many sepulchers. They are pro- 
ceeding with the greatest caution to extricate 
these persons from under the ruins. The 
danger of the remaining walls falling in is so 


taken. Theinhabitants seem paralyzed by the 
magnitude of the disaster, and look on with- 
out taking any part in the efforts which are 
being made. 
TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION AT SAVONA,. 

Signor Genela, Minister of Public Warks, 
sent 200 workmen and trovups to assist. This 
promptacton the part of the Minister has 
made an excellent impression on the panic- 
stricken peopic. Sayona is the town which 
seems to have suffered most aft®r Diano. It 
looks like a place which has been bombarded. 
The Prefect of Genoa has visited the town and 
tried to organize relief parties. The wounded 


are sheltered under tents, and the 
population live and sleep in the 
streets. The wounded refuse to b 


taken to the hospital for fear of the small, 
pox, whichis prevalent. At Oneglia there are- 
eleven dead, including one soldier and thirty 
wounded, among whom are ten soldiers. It 
is in consequence’ of the barracks having 
fallen thatso many soldiers have suffered. At 
Cantalupo, not a singie house is standing. 
The Church of the Pieta, at Castelio, is a heap 
ofruins. At Pontassiene the whole facade of 
the church hasfallen in, burying one person 
and wounding six. 
UNDER CHURCH RUINS. 

The Mayor of Bajardo telegraphed to San 

Remo: ‘‘The Spanish Church is a heap of 


ruins under which numbers of people are 


buried. Houses have fallen in and the whole 


population is in a state of terror. Send 
help.’’ 
Bajardo lies on a high mountain. The num- 


ber of people who lie buried under the church 
is thought to be 300. At bordigheira two hotels 
have fallen in, but few people are injured. At 
Oneglia the houses are in such condition 
that should another quake take place, the 
whole town would crumble to pieces. The 
news from Taggia and Bassano is heartrend- 
inginthe extreme. The former place seems 
to be completely destroyed and 400 people are 
said to be killed at the latter place. At Sa- 
vona, immediately after the shock of 6:22 a. 
m., the whole population was in the street. 
The rumors became general of the great ca- 
lamity and the people instantly rushed toward 
the seashore. In one street a house fell 
in, completely carrying with it all the in- 
mates. Shortly afterwards a fire broke out in 
the house of a chemist in the Plazza Gari- 
baldi, and although not of much extent it 
added to the horrors ofthe situation. All the 
telephone and telegraph wires sre broken at 
Bordighiera. No one was injured, but the 
Hotel Windsor and Grand Hotel have been 
divided. The population is in the greatest 
state of consternation. Some of the houses are 
completely wrecked and among other build- 
ings the church. The exact number of victims 


is not known. 
SEARCHING THE RUINS. 


Telegrams from Diano Marino state that 300 
people have been killed. The troops are 
working hard in the hope of still finding under 
the ruins some peuple alive. The most pain- 
ful scenes have happened during the work of 
rescue. A young judge named Rossi, who 
was buried under the ruins of a house, was on 
the point of being extricated by two carabi- 
nieri, when a large beam fell, crushing him 
and injuring thetwo soldiers. Two other per- 
sons who fell from a fourth floor into 
a cellar were rescucd aliye. At San 
Remo the cupolas of the church of St. 
Aneles and of the missionary church fell in. 
A great part of the old town has been de- 
stroyed, but fortunately there are no deaths. 
At Bisagno the people have completely lost 
their heads. The whele population rushed 
inte the atreets, and a number of women 
threw themselves on the ground, praying and 
imploring help. Railroad commupication has 
not yet been re-established. Some places are 
completely isolated owing to roads being im- 
practicable and the telegraph wires broken. 

NUMBER OF THE DEAD. 

The exact number of the deadisnot yet 
known as in the present state of confusion the 
missing cannot yet be ascertained, but, as I 
telegraphed yesterday the number is said to 
exceed 2,000.

morning: There have been several slight 
shocks since Wednesday, one being felt thia 
morning. Nofurther damage has been done, 
but these recurrent movements serve to keep 
alive the feeling of insecurity and may at any 
time revive and intensify the panic, which 
for the moment has subsided. But the 
exodus of  yisitors is. still in full 
swing, andthe railroad station has presented 
a strange sight. Since the trains recommenced 
running the place has been crowded night and 
day with fashionable, but absurdly terri- 
fied fugitives, who have scrambled, and at 
times fought for tickets. To add tothe excite- 
ment of this'confusion the supply of tickets 
proved inadequate to meet the demand, and 
some difficulty and delay ensued before the 
matter could be set right. The scenes at the 
station were discreditable, not to say humili- 
ating, to those concerned, but some allow- 
ance can be made, for many of the fugi- 
tives were invalids and women, forming no 
inconsiderable proportion. The latter, often 
quite unprotected, were bewildered and help- 
less in the absence oftheir male relatives. I 
am told that a large number ot telegrams re- 
ceived here haye not been delivered owing to 
the departure of those addressed, and the 
knowledge ofthis may perhaps serve to allay 
the anxiety to friends in England who have re- 
ceived no replies to their inquiries. As I tele- 
graphed the railroad clerksare still hard at 
work issuing tickets. Atevery departure the 
train is 
CROWDED TO ITS UTMOST CAPACITY. 

The railroad authorities estimate that fifteen 
thousand persons have left the town since 
Wednesday, andto this large total must be 
added a considerable number who have fled 
by road orsea. I am glad, however, to men- 
tion a couple of distinguished exceptions to 
the prevailing panic. The King of Wurtem- 
berg is still here, and has permitted it to be 
published that he intends to carry out 
his original plan and remain for the 
season. The Princess Dolgorouki, the 
morganatic wife of the late Czar, is 
equally courageous and will remain for 
three weeks in her present quarters at the Ho- 
tel Des Isies Britaniques. It is hoped that 
these examples will have the effect of keeping 
a few people here for a time, but this is theex- 
tent of our hopes, for we know that the season 
has been killed with no chance for resurrec- 
tion. Pitiful accounts are to be had of indi- 
vidual suffering. During the two hours’ panic 
on Wednesday morning one unfortunate lady 
rushed from her house half naked and took 
refuge in the public garden. Tha terror and 
excitement brought on premature labor and 
she became a mother before she could be 
removed to privacy and sheiter. A large num- 
ber of peopie are still livingin the open air, 
some under improvised tents, others in car- 
riages, boats, etc. Fortunately for them the 
weather is delightfully fine and the seais as 
calm as upona stillsummer day. The flight 
of visitors has deprived thousands of poor 
people of their means of livelihood, anda 
good deal of distress consequently prevails. 
The municipal authorities are duving their best 
for the poor people, but there is plenty of 
scope for private charity. 


Shocks. in South Carolina. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., February 26.—About 6 
o’clock this morninga slightearthguake shock 
was felt here at Summerville and in the ad- 
jacent country. The shocks continued five 
seconds. The direction of the wave was from 
west to east. No damage was done anywhere. 
This is the first disturbance worth mentioning 
since the beginning of the new year. 


CARDINAL JACOBINL 


Death of his Eminence, the Cardinal- Priest, 
at Rome This Afte1noon. 


ROME, February 26.—Cardinal Jacobini died 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon. 

His Eminence Ludovico Jacobini, Cardinal- 
priest of the Holy Ro- 
man Catholic Church, 
was born at Albano, Mav 
6, 1832, and was conse- 
quently in his 55th year 
at the time of death. 

In 1862 Pius IX. made 
him one of Prelati Do- 
mestici and one of theo 
Referendaries of the sSig- 
natura. Soon afterward 


Cardinal Jacobini. 
he was made Secretary of that section of the 
Congregation de Propaganda Fide which is 


charged with the special supervision of 
the affairs of the Eastern Churches. 
Jacobini was subsequently appointed one 


of the ‘‘consultors’’ of the propaganda. His 
particular duty was to examine and report 
upon the decrees and ordinances of the pro- 
vincial synods. When, in 1874, the Nuncio at 
Vienna, Falcinelli-Antoniacci, was created 
cardinal &nd withdrew from his post, Jacobini 
was chosen by Pius LX. to 
SUCCEED TO THE VACANCY. 

According to custom he received the epis- 
copal consecration with the title of Arch- 
bishop or Thessalonica in partibus infidelium, 
and was accredited to the Court of Vienna, 
where he remained until October, iss0. 
On September 19, 1879, he was created Cardi- 
nal, but it was judged desirable that he 
should continue at the Austrian capital in 
order to carry on- negotiations commenced 
some time pone? with Germany and Rus- 
sia, and also to regulate the new ecclesiastical 
arrangements for Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
in conformity with the strict etiquette of the 
Papal Court which forbidsa Cardinal to hold 
the inferior rank of Nuncio, Cardinal Jaco- 
bini after his elevation to the purple bore the 
title of pro-Nuncio. 

In October, 1880, his eminence was recalled 
from Vienna by Leo XIII. and appointed to 
the office ot Papal Secretary of State in suc- 
cession to Cardinal Nina.

The House Considering the Railroad Bill 
Abolishing Corvict Contract Labor. 


Ry Telegravh to the PoOST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo.,,February 26.—Chair- 
man Henry A. Newman, of the House Com- 
mittee on Labor, this morning reported @ 
substitute prepared by the committee for all 


bills pending in the House upon the subject of 
abolishing the convict contract labor system. 
The bil provides that no new_ con- 
tracts shall be made ~ the Warden 
of the  penitentiar without the con- 
sent of the Board of Inspectors; that after 
the year 1800, when the present contracts shall 
bave expired, only one-seventh of the total 
number of prisoners shall be put to work upon 
any one industry or under one contract; that 
county work as far as practicable; shall be 
done at the penitentiary, at the expense of 
the State. he committee recommend that 
the county work referred to shall be limited to 
the manufacture of school furniture and 
iron bridges, so as not to come in conflict with 
‘‘square’’ labor in this State. 

A number of bills were read for the second 
time, and the raiJroad bili was taken up for 
engrossment. 

The entire morning was consumed in discus- 
sion of the railroad bill. The arguments pro 
and con were principally of a legal character 
and reiated to the constitutionality of the bill. 
With the exception of the speakers, appa- 
rently very littie interest was taken in the 
subject, most of the members doubtiess having 
their minds made up and waiting for an op- 
portunity to yote. Mr. Sebree of Saline apoke 
two hours in favor of the bill, and Mr. Robb of 
Perry made a lengthy argument-against it. At 
noon the House defeated a mution to adjourn 
until Monday, and @ recess was taken until 
this afternoon.

copy made on Council paper. and! 
bearing forgeries of the entries made marking | 
the passage of the reali bili. Councilman Sed- 
fon, Chairman of the Committee on 
Engrossed and Enrolled Bilis, repu- 
diated the fraudulent approval, and a 
communication was at once sent to the House 
of Delegates returning the spurious bili, and 
requesting the return of the original. Last 
night it was expected that this communication 
would be read, but it has been quietly 
pigeon-holed, and no notice of the 
irregularity was given to the House. No 
explanation has been offered to account for 
the bill. There isa disposition in the Council 
to take the matterin hand and to investigate 
the House of Delegates in this connection if 
that body does not see fit to look 
into gross irregularities on its own floor. 
The bill providing for an inspector of electric 
apparatus has met with a like fate. When 
forwarded to the Council it did not bear the 
approval of the Comptroller, and was passed 
with blanks which the Council requested the 
House to fill, Sincethe return of the bill it 
has been pigeon-holed and a new measure is 
under consideration. Nothing has been said 
concerning the communication referring to 

the bill’s informalities.

IN THE NEAR FUTURE 


‘GEN. WOLSELEY EXPECTS AN APPALLING 
WAR IN EUROPE. 


The Fishery Dispute with the United States 
—An Impertant Agreement Between the 
English Political Leaders on Home Rule 
—The German Elections—Suspected Rus- 
sian Spies Agrested in Austria—Foreign 
News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, February 26.—I have been favored 
with am interview with Gen. Wolseley, in the 
'course of which he expressed some very 
interesting opinions in relation to 
| England and the United States with 
regard to future civilization. The conversa- 

tion began by a discussion of the German 

/elections and the prospects of peace in Eu- 

rope. ‘‘May one,’’ I inquired, ‘‘ask without 

indiscretion, what is your own view of the 
relations of the great powers?’’ 

‘‘Simply expressing my Own personal opin- 
ion,’’ Lord Wolseley replied, ‘‘I should say 
that I feel sure that a vast and appalling war is 
a certainty in the near future, but this, 
indeed, everybody may be said 
to know. The rapidly increasing arma- 
ments and huge burdens several of the 


powers are laying upon themselves, the man- 
ner in which these armaments are being devel- 
oped and massed make war inevitable, but 
whether it will be this summer or next winter 
there is only one man in Europe who knows. 
That is 


BISMARCK.’’ 

‘‘What do you take to be the lesson of the 
German elections. Do they mean peace be- 
tween France and Germany?’’ 

‘‘I do not see that they do, but 
their overwhelming lesson, to my mind, 
is the disregard of the popular 
voice in imperial matters. Bismarck’s life, 
from firstto last, has been disregard of the 
people’s wishes, snub them and _ “ride 
rough shod over them. Yet by doing 
so, he has created out of “ 
handful of petty German states, one of the 
most powerful empires of the world; an em- 
pire; moreover, in which the very people 
whom he has thus disregarded are the first to 
take an enormous and legitimate pride.’’ 

‘‘Do you see the profile of an English Bis- 
marck on the horizon?’’ 

‘‘No,’’ replied Lord Wolseley, rather sadly, 
‘‘ITdonot. The miserable squabblesand petty 
personal aims of our party government pre- 
ciude any such hope. I do see, however, with 
the greatest satisfaction and gratitude, the 
beginning in English life of something 
like a National party in which the Liberals, 
Conservatives and Radicals will drop all 
differences on questions of the empire, ‘Fiat 
Britannica’; indeed, the ultimate federation 
of allthe English speaking people.’’ 

‘**That, then, is your ultimate ideal for us?’’ 

Lord Wolsely said, with enthusiasm, ‘‘When 
every man who speaks English is in some 
—- or federation, or whateverit may be 
calle 

THE INTERNATIONAL MILLENIUM 
will be reached. We should then be able to 
impose peace and freedom upon the whole 
world. I am,’’ he added, ‘‘and dare say 
you know, u great admirer of 
America and the American people. 
I witnessed at Washington the final review of 
the armies of the republicatthe close of the 
war. The spectacie of that immense force 
melting away among the people, beingalmost 
immediately absorbed, was the most colossal 
I have ever seen, an@ left upon mean inetf- 
faceable impression. Inever lose an oppor- 
tunity of assuring people in England 
that the education of a public man is 
not complete until he has been 
in America and stayed there at 
least six months. Every step whicn brings 
England and America nearer together seems 
to me a step nearer the ideal civiliza- 
tion of the future. Il am, therefore, 
always delighted when I[ hear of an 
Englishman marrying an American lady, or 
vice versa. With such miserebie squabbles 
over a kettle of fish as the present fish- 
eries despute, I have not a moO- 
ment’s patience. I am convinced if 
I, or any man of ordinary tact or experience, 
was sent over with suiticient authority to ur- 
range matters with similar American repre 
sentatives, the whole affair could be settied 
out of band in a week,’’

The destruction of such houses by an 
earthquake means certain death to those 
who are in them, and although their solid- 
ity doubtless prevented a heavier loss of 
life, it would have availed nothingif the 
shock had been a little bit more severe. 
The worst evil of an earthquake 1s not the 
harm it does, but the possibilities of 
greater harm which it threatens.

ALL bills passed by Congress within ten 
days of its adjournment fail to become 
laws unless approved and signed by the 
President before Congress adjourns. Mr. 
CLEVELAND has heretofore refused to 
follow the custom of attending in the 
last hours of a session and signing bills 
without examination, or upon some- 
body’s assurance that they were ‘‘all 
right.’*? The vetoes that he has already 
hurled at the Forty-ninth Congress out- 
number many times over all the vetoes 
called forth by its predecessors from the 
beginning of the Union to the day of his 
inauguration. So fierce and reckless 
have been the assaults upon the Treasury 
and so shameless many of the measures 
submitted for his approval, that he has 
every reason to suspect that more and 
worse will be hustled through in the last 
hours ofthe session. So it is said that he 
will again refuse to sign any bill without 
examination, and as it would take him 
months to satisfy himself in regard to the 
avalanche of bills yet to be passed, it is 
quite probable that a large number of 
the bills passed will fail to become laws, 
and even possible that an extra session of 
the Fiftieth Congress may be called to en- 
act necessary legislation held back too 
long or wholly neglected by the present 
Congress. 
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FOREIGN ECHOES. 


It bas been pointed out that the public cele- 
bration of the jubilee in England will involve a 
considerable outlay for which a parliamentary 
vote will be necessary. The coronation ofthe 
Queen cost about £40,000 against £5,000 for 
William IV. and in many respects the corona- 
tion forms a precedent for the jubilee. 
There is to be a special meeting 
of the Privy Council next month either 
at Windsor Castie or Buckingham Palace 
when the proposed arrangeménts and es- 
timates will be submitted. The Prince of 
Wales will preside. The rough estimate for 
the thanksgiving service in Westminster Ab- 
bey is £12,000. A magnificent display of fire- 
works is totake place at Hyde Park inthe 
evening, and ther® is an idea of throwing 
open the theaters to the public. 


A SOMEWHAT sensational book will shortly 
appear in Paris intended to reveal the secrets 
of French prison-bouses with a view of secur- 
ing immediate reform inthe existing regime. 
‘*Le monde des Prisons,’’ isthe title penned by 
the Abbe Moreau. The author makes some 
startiing revelations in regard tothe tactics 
pursued by habitual offenders. He is in favor 
of separate cells for the criminal classes. 


A RATHER Interesting novelty isshortly to ve 
issued, also in Paris, in the shape of a French 
and English dictionary of the slang, cant and 
ancient expressions used in the high and low 
life of old and new Paris. It is to be issued by 
subscription in the form of an edition 
de luxe, the compiler being no less 
an authority on philological matters, 
than Prof. Barriere. The dictionary will fur- 
nigh an English slang equivalent of the French 
rendering, together with many quotations 
from French and English authors. It is not to 
be merely a dry compilation, as it will contain 
much histerical and philological matter, an- 
ecdotes and information on the social habits 
of the class of people it deals with. 


THERE is but a step from the sublime tothe 
ridiculous. Few persons would fail to regard 
cannibalism as a deplorable custom, which 
developsinto ahorribie massacre when the 
victims are Europeans. But the tragic be- 
comes the ludicrous when we !earn that a 
number of Milanesian laborers, who were be- 
ing taken back to the Solomon Isles at the 
expiration of their contracts, ate up the 
entire crew of the vessel conveying 
them. Such is the melancholy, yet ridiculous 
statement. The Solomon Islanders are in 
great request as laborers, because of their 
physical strength and docility, and it was sup- 
posed that the influence of missionaries and 
other Europeans had entirely eradicated their 


old cannibal habits. Experience has shown 


again and againthat the tamest savages are 
always capable of asudden relapse into their 
old customs. 


THE ladies of Afghanistan are enjoying a 
gieam of unwonted excitement which has 
crept into their somewhat monotonous lives 
through an order ofthe Ameer. That poten- 
tate has issued an order that all the ladies of 
his harem are to learn riding. Not only are 
they to beinstructed in the equestrian art, 
(and that by an English groom of proved 
discreetness,but they are to have riding habits 
and top hats of the most approved fashion 
ordered from Calcutta. The reason for this 
sudden revolution in Afghan female customs 
lies in the fact that the Aineer is shortly about 
to starton a tour of inspection through his 
territory, and having on previous occasions 
found similar excursions somewhat dull, has 
determined to take with hima select number 
ofhis harem.

Germapizing Reichland.

Sixteen years ago not one man in a hundred 
in Alsace-Lorraine was in favor of Germany. 
Ten years ago the proportion was about one 
in ten, five years ago onein five, and now 
one-third of the people have shown by their 
votes that they are German in sympathy as 
well as by blood and race. It took 200 years 
to convert the Germans of Alsace-Lorraine 
into ‘‘good, loyal Frenchmen.’’ Certainly, 
then, it is by no means a discouraging out- 
look when one-third of the people are Ger- 
manized in sixteen years. At this rate of 
progress in the next generation France will 
only be a reminiscence in the minds of the 
People of those provinces. As it is in ourown 
hbouth, the old generation must die out before 
loyalty can be firmly established. Thus the 
war cleud has passed by for a time at least, 
but the war preparations will go on, and with 
them the enormous expenditure which is 


'slowly but surely eating up the resources of 


the German as well as of other European 
peoples.

THE Ducde Wagram, who has just died of 
apoplexy in France, was born in 1510, and was 
the son of Marshal Bertheler, whom Napoleon 
the Great created a Prince anda Duke.

Free Commerce. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You very justly speak of our foreign eco- 
nomic policy as made up of ‘‘a mass of gross 
and grotesque self-contradictions.’’ 

We have ministers to preserve friendly re- 
lations, and consuls to extend commercial re- 
lations; ask cheap and ready transportation 
tothe seaboard. Yet, at ‘‘the beached mar- 
gent of the sea’’ we erect a barrier to trade, 


in laws whose professed aim isto limit an 
reguiate the nature and method of commerce. 
We disclaim against free commerce, and yet, 
by favoring ap ig! treaties, concede ths 
righteousness of the principle of freedom, 
but limit its application to certain things in 
interest of certain parties. 

Free commerce between nations means only 
that each nation will exchange its surplus, 
which it does not want, for something it does. 
Trade between nations is only trade between 
individuals in their respective nations. Ifnot 
profitable, it will cease of itself; if profitable, 
it will benefitthe nations whose citizens make 
that profit. We have an excess of both raw 
and made products, and we must either cease 
to make, or seil the excess. As there is not 
money enough in the woridto buy, the nations 
must barter, and settie balances in money or 
bills of exchange payapie in money. Ail our 
gold and silver produced in tbe hundred 
years last past would not buy Enzg/and’s com- 
merce forasingle year. Hence the necessity 
for barter. 

Nations cannot come year by year with 
money in empty ships and buy our surplus 
products. 

Even if they could do it for a few years, 
prices here would become s0 high and money 
eisewhere so scarce that that order of things 
would defeat itself. 

Commerce is the great instrument of wealth 
and if you injure it by hampering it you injure 
the things which it is necessary to—agriculture 
and manufactures—for they languish togetner 
or they flourish together. W.

A COMPROMISE OFFERED BY THE OFFICERS

Bailey Fails to Furnish Men to Replace the 
Strikers—Five Thousand Silk Operatives

PITTSBURG, Pa., February 26.—The situation 
of affairs atthe Mingo Junction Works is un- 
changed to-day. Mr. Martin telegraphs that 
Bailey, who promised to start the works with 
Knights of Labor, within twenty-four hours, 
nas failed to fulfill his pledge. Mr. 
Martin says that word has been sent 
toall sections for men to keep away. He 
gays he will remain and will give the exact sit- 
yation from time totime. It is reported that 
a petition is being circulated by the citizens of 
steubenville, O., asking Mr, Bailey and his 
friends to leave town. An offer has been 
wade by the Amalgamated Association that 
they will file two bonds, one for the knights 
and the other for the iron company, agreeing 
not to interfere with any contract now exist- 
ing between them, 


The Silk Operatives’ Strike. 


New YORK, February 26.—There are now 
more than 5,000 silk operatives out of work at 
Paterson, N. J. Thetrouble started with the 
strike of 1,600 of the dyers, because their em- 


ployers would not agree to anew schedule of 
wages and conditions. The first of the con- 
ditions was to the effect that no one should be 
employed but Knights of Labor and members 
ofthe Dyers’ Union, and that all employers 
shoula deduct from the wages of 
the hands their Union dues and 
assessments. The employers said they could 
not do this. It was a question of the control 
oftheir business, and if it had to be settled it 
was best to settie it now, asthe spring and 
summer stock had been manufactured and 
they could afford to shut down several months 
ifnecessary. The dyers may be said to begin 
the work ofsilk manufacture. Hence their 
strike soon began to affect the other workers. 
Nomore warps were given out and as soon as 
the looms were empty the weavers began 


to be laid off. After that the 
spinners and the workmen in other 
departments were laid off, until 
now the number out is about 


one-third of allin the business inthe city. If 
the strike keeps up two weeks longer the re- 


‘maining 10,000 workers will be idie. In one 


way and another it is a loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars tothe city. Commercial 
business is greatly affected. A comroittee of 
dyers will meet the manufacturers’ committee 
to-day and submit a proposition for an ad- 
justment of the grievances. It is thought 
thatif the dyers refrain from pressing the 
Knights of Labor demand they will have no 
difticulty in getting the wage question settled 
to their satisfaction. 


The Coke Troubles. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., February 26.—It is probable 
that within the next few days the members of 
the coke syndicate will reduce the price of 
coke to $1.75 perton. The recent increase to 


$> has been followed by great dissatisfaction 
smong furnacemen and numerous troubles 
among the coke syndicate members. The 
‘farnacemen are one by one refusing to buy 
eoke and using anthracite in its stead. This 
has, within the last few days, reduced the de- 
mand for coke considerably, so much 80 
that. the coke works are all over- 
stocked, notwithstanding Morewood, one of 
the largest works, isshutdown. Asaresult, 
the coke operators are becoming very anxious 
about the situation. A prominent member of 
the coke syndicate, referring to the demands 
of the workmen for a 20 per cent advance, 
raid: ‘‘We have made our minds up onthe 
question. If our werkmen resolve to come 
outonastrike on Marehl, we will som 
othersto take their placeson March2, I thin 
we will be supported by public opinion in our 
action. One thing is certain, we will pot pay 


_ an advance of 20per cent.’’

| THE PERSONS IMPLICATED IN ELECTION 


FRAUDS RROVIDED FOR. 


How the Affairs of Municipal and State 
Offices are Administered by Parties Un- 
der Indictment for Corrupting the No- 
vember Election—Grave Offenses Len- 
lently Regarded by Officials—Fraud Re- 
warded. 


No class of citizens isso charitable towards 
offenders as the officials. No person looks so 
leniently on a violation of the law as the 
municipal office-holder, whois sworn to en- 
force that law. The official, who insists on 
strictly enforcing the law and the rules of his 
office, is looked upon as quite an oddity in 
the municipal Government. Instead of 
first weighing the crime the average official 
first sees all the circumstances that might be 
construed as. palliating. This moral strabis- 
mus is particularly noticeable among poll- 
ticians—office-holders, whose duties to the 
party are of greater importance in their esti- 
mation than their official oaths and obliga- 
tions. When Mr. Henry W. Williams, the 
new Recorder of Voters, announced that he 
found the registration lists filled with fraud- 
ulent names, forgeries, etc., he was pro- 
nounced a traitor, acrank and a blanked old 
fool. How a Democratic appointee could 
aim such a stiletto stab at the party 
was beyond oflicial comprehension. 


The views of the janitors as they rested on 
their broom-handles in the public buildings 
to condemn such base ingratitude were shared 
in the private offices of the officials. Thata 
Democratic official should 

PROCLAIM THE EVIDENCE OF CORRUPTION 
and aim such a blowat the weifare of the 
party was astounding. The feeling is not 
confined to one party among the municipal 


two years the evidence of absolute dishonesty 
Was made away with because the offenders 
were active Republican workers.

Peter J. Egan, who was a Registrar in 
the Tenth Ward where over 400 votes 
were entered from a ~precinct, which 
when canvassed was found to contain less 
than 200, isnow employed as Superintendent 
of the Morgue at $75 per month. 

Edward Green, who boasted of giving Nathan 
Frank thirty-five votes and who was indicted 
on a charge of aitering the return of the 
Judges atthe precinct where he was clerk on 
election day, isa now employed as clerk at the 
office of a Justice of the Peace at Twelfth and 
Olive streets. 

James H. Busby, who was indicted 
on a charge of tnducing Mitchell, 
alias Pendergrast, to jump his bond and zo to 
Chicago after his arrest on a charge of attempt- 
ing to vote a repeater’s slip, is employed as an 
inspector in the office of the . Commissioner of 
Public a at the City Hall. 

M. J. Kenefick, who was indicted for intim- 
idating the United States Supervisor, who eb- 
jected to the judges receiving the faise ballots 
of the repeaters, Mitchell and Christian, is 
Clerk of the Court of Criminal Correction. 
Peter Morrissey, who has been indicted on 
two charges of making false registrations, is 
the representative of the First Ward in the 
House of Delegates, and Ed Butler’s right 
hand man.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


To-Day’s Addition to the Divorce Docket— 
Damage Suits on Trial—Legal Notes. 


A petition for divorce was entered to-day if 
the Circuit Court by Mrs. Mary Mracek against 
Frank J. Mracek. They were married April 
9, 1873, and lived together until January 29, 
1887. Mrs. Mracek complains of general in- 
dignities to which she was subjected by her 
husband.

hold utensils. He showered vile epithets up- 
on her, and abused herin the presence of the 
children and strangers. On one occasion he 
come home drunk and knocked Wher 
about the head with a lamp. At 
other times his violence knew no 
}bounds, and it became necessary for the 
neighbors to interfere. One day he peremp- 
torily ordered his wife and children to leave 
bome. Mrs. Mracek alleges turther that her 
husband has been intemperate in his habits 
for upwards of one year and that for five years 
past he has failed to —oe his family. Spe 
asks for the custody of the four children. 


Domestic Diversion, 


A suit for divorce was filed to-day in the Cir- 
cuit Court by Mrs. Laura Gilligan against 
Charles Gilligan. They were married October 
29, 1880, and lived together until November 9, 


1886. Mrs. Gilligan accuses her husband 
of cruel and barbarous treatment, 
endangering her tife and rendering ber con- 
dition intolerable. She alleges that hesubjected 
her to all kinds of cruel indignities and threat- 
ened to kill her. Upon one occasion in @ 
violent mood he broke the bone of her nose, 
His language was vile, and his abuse unbear- 
able. Mrs. Gilligan further alleges that her 
husband brutally assaulted her and beat her 
head against the wall, She has had enough 
= this kind of treatment and seeks a legal re- 
ease. 


An Express Messenger’s Suit. 
A damage suit for $2,500 was entered to-day 
in the Circuit Court by Charles J. Best against 
| George Hoeffner. Mr. Best states that he was 


,in the employ of the Adams Express Company 


| as a messenger, and that in such capacity he 
enjoyed the confideuce of his employers and 
all persons who knew him. On the 17th of 
the present month he was falsely accused by 
the defendant of the larceny of $100, and was 
taken to the Central Police Station, where he 
was searched, and other indignities were 
heaped upon him. Subsequently he was de- 
tained for one hour in the calaboose without 
any warrant or authority of law. He asks for 
$2,500 damnages. 


A Protested Note Suit. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision of 
some interest in the note suit of Charles Dailey 
against Francis J. Sharkey, giving judgmens 
for the plaintiff for $493.50. The note was for 


$300, dated May 23, 1876, payable twelve 
months after at the Mullanphy Bank. It 
was signed by John Sharkey as maker 
and was made payable to the detendant, Fran- 
cis J. Sharkey, and by him indorsed in blank, 
It was protested by a notary whose certificate 
set forth that at the request ofthe Mullanphy 
Bank, the holder, he presented the note 
for payment at the bank to the 
cashier, and of him demanded pay- 
ment which he’ refused. He thereupon 


given to the parties concerned, and it was 
served personally upon the defendant the da 
of maturity. The sufficiency of the deman 
was disputed, but the authorities show that 
when a note bas been Jeft for collection with 
the bank where it is payable, so that 
the maker may there take it up, no 
personal demand of him is necessary 
and a demand by the notary from the cashier 
is ali that is required of himin the discharge 
of his duty as the protesting officer. It was 
also alleged in defense, that suit had been 
brought against the makerand indorser before 
a Justice of the Peace, whe rendered judgment 
onthe note. The Court of Appeals decided 
that in 1877 Justices of the Peace bad no juris- 
diction to render judgment againstan inderser 
ofanote where the amount exceeded $200 
that being the limit of the jurisdiction of 
Justices in ordinary cases of contract. 


Notes in Court. 


The trial of the suit of R. E. Young against 
the St. Bernard Dollar Store Company is set 
for to-day before Judge Barclay. The claim 
is for $1,250, the balance alleged to be due for

Twelve of the fifteen cases 
reported were remedied without prosecution, 
thirty-eight people were warned, and three 
convicted. Fourteen animals were taken from 
work, and eight killed.

ST. LOUIS BEARING AN UNJUST PROPOR- 
TION OF THE STATE BURDEN. 


The Taxable Wealth of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City Increased $84,935,198 and that 
ef the Balance of the State Only $29,- 
751,253 in Fifteen Years—The Increase 
in the State Saddlied Upon a Few Poorer 
Counties—Increase in Wealth and De- 
crease in Assessment. 


The injustices done to the City of St. Louis 
under the present system of tax distribution 
throughout the State are enormous. Compare 
the State at large for the assessment of taxes 
in 1871 and 1886, and take therefrom the City of 
St. Louis, and Kansas City out of Jackson 
County, and it will be found that the State has 
virtually remained stationary in her assessed 
wealth; that the total increase of taxable 
wealth of the whole State for the past fifteen 
years has been borne exclusively by 
the municipalities of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. That these cities have increased 
largely in wealth is undoubted, and in 
accordance with their increase in wealth they 
should bear more of the burden of taxation, 
but it is not just to the citizens of St. Louis 
that the increased ricbness of the State should 
not be taxed. The State has undoubtedly not 
paid its share of taxation. There is 
no controverting the figures of the Tax 
Collector. They are plain enough and they 
show the taxable values in the large cities to 
have been increased to meet the demands of 
the State Government while the taxable values 
of property throughout the State have been in 
many cases reduced tothe advantage of cer- 
tain counties and districts. The assessed 
and taxable value of property in the State and 
in the cities of St. Louis ana Kansas City in 
1871 was as follows:

That is, while the increase in the assessed 
value of property in St. Louis and Kansas City 
in five years was $74,008,190, the increase in 
value throughout allthe balance of the State 
was Only $52,797,517. 

Comparing the figures for 1871 with the fig- 
ures for 1886, it is found that the increase in 
taxabie wealth of the State in fifteen years of 
prosperity has been only $29,751,253, whilst the 
municipalities of St. Louis and Kansas City are 
taxed on an increase of taxable wealth of 
$54,935, 198. 

The material wealth ofthe State as repre- 
sented by acresof land under cultivation in 
1870, and in 1880, with an estiraate to 1885, will 
dispel all reasonable doubts as to the unjust 
mannerin which the county assessments and 
the supervision of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion are executed under the present statutory 
laws of the State, and against the tax-paying 
people of both cities.

Here are twenty-seven of the poorer coun- 
ties of the State showing an increase of taxa- 
ble wealth of $30,740,000, while the rich and 
populous counties have retrograded largely 
withinthe past fifteen years. That is, twenty- 
seven of the poorer counties of the State have 
borne more than one-half the increase of tax- 
able wealth in the last five years. A 
few instances of the injustice done 
these counties isfound in the tax record of 
other counties. Take Benton for an example. 
The assessment of Benton County for taxes in 
1870 was $3,150,828, in 1885 it was $2,835, 650.

ALMOST A MOB. 


J. F. M’DERMOTT’S PERILOUS PREDICA- 
MENT AT THE FOUR COURTS. 


A Number of Swindled Laborers Follow Him 
About the Streets and Threaten Him 
With Immediate Destruction—Mr. Hat- 
tinger and His Swindling Schemes— 
Warrants for Fraud. 


Last night about 7:30 o’clock J. F. McDer- 
mott, solicitor for Charles Rieckenberg & 
Co.’s Western Employment Agency, No. 104 
North Seventh street, came into the Four 
Courts building with a troop of enraged Ger- 
man and Swede laborers at his heels. The 
foreign sons of toil, who mustered twenty- 
two strong, hud each been victimized outof 
$5.50 by one Hattinger on the old employment 


racket. According to the story of 
McDermott, the man came to the 
Western Employment Agency’s office last 


Monday with a letter authorizing him to em- 
ploy more men for Ed. Schreck, to work on 
the construction of the Colorado & Midland 
Railroad at Colorado Springs. At first they 
were suspicious of him, but afterward con- 
cluded he was all right, ana allowed him to 
use theiroftice. He advertised in the name of 
the agency inthe German papers for Swedes 
and Germans towork onthe road. Hattinger 
said he had come here because only Germans 
and Swedes were wanted on the road. The 
advertisement was well responded to, and 
Hattinger soon had some twenty-two men 
employed to work onthe road. Each one of 
them was givena card of introduction to Ed 
Schreck, signed by the Western Employment 
Agency. ‘This card was also acontract, in 
which the menwere guaranteed two years’ 
steady employment at $2 per day, and were 
also guaranteed good board at $4.50 per week. 
Each man who was hired was charged $5.50, 
which was for transportation, the 50 cents go- 
ing to the employment office for their fee. The 
first inonth $ was to be deducted from their 
saiary for the purpose of insuring their re- 
maining four months. They were to get their 
full salary the second month, and to receive 
$5 extratbe third and alsothe fourth month. 
This was to pay them back their transporta- 
tion moneyand the money kept outof their 
Sdiary the first month. Hattinger was to meet 
all the men at6o’clock last night at the office 
ofthe Western Employment Agency and go 
with them to Colorado Springs. He failed to 
putinan appearance, however, and the en-

He stood there pale and trembling in the midst 
of the excited throng, and one strapping big 
young German, who was a spokesman for the 
party, said he would have to return them their 
money or he would never be permitted to 
leave the building. McDermott contended 
that the office had been duped by Hattinger as 
well as they, but agreed to refund their money 
toall of them. To pacify the crowd, he ex- 
pressed his sorrow at not having enough to 
treat them all, but they replied that they 
wanted no cigars or drinks, but merely 
wanted their money returned. When they 
got that back they could treat themselves.

A CLOSE CALL, 


Consul-General Phelan Stands on the Brink 
of the Dark River. 


The residence of Father Phelan in Baden 
was the scene of great excitement for a few 
moments this morning over an unexpected 
turninthe illness of Consul-General~M. H. 
Phelan who, accompanied by his wife, arriged 
in the city yesterday from Halifax,Nova Scotia, 
suffering from a severe cold and cough. 
Hie went tothe house of his brotherin Baden, 
where the severity of his ailment was consid- 


erably mitigated by the application of local 
remedies. Toward midnight his cough passed 
away, and he felt considerably easier, as he 
had attributed his weakness to the incessant 
coughing with which he had been: afflicted for 
five days. 

This morning at 6 o’clock Father Phelan was 
sitting reading in his study when the door was 
burst open and Mrs. Phelan rushed in, gasp- 


ing: ‘‘Hurry up, something’s the matter 
with Mike.’’ The priest hastened up the 
stairs, and on entering the bedroom saw 


his brother lying in bed with his 
head thrown clear back on the pillow, and 
his breast heaving with the difficulty of respi- 
ration. He gave but one or two of these 
gusps, his breast moved more slowly, his 


hands fluttered a moment and then fell 
still on the coverlet. The aw had 
a set look, and Father Phelan who 


had given absolution to the apparently dying 
man, gazed upon the still face for a moment 
and thenin horror exclaimed: ‘‘My God, he 
is dead.’’ Recovering from the shock he pre- 
pared to anoint him and bad actually entered 
upon the sad duty when Mrs. Phelan cried 
out: ‘‘Oh, see, see, he is moving his band.’’ 

Sure enough the fingers were seen to meve, 
the arm was siowly raised, and the eyes re- 
gained their look of life. In a few moments 
longer the patient had regained consciousness 
and was out of immediate danger... 
The sudden lapse of life was caused by a 
faint, induced by the weakness of the system. 
At 9:30 this morning Mr. Phelan had regainei: 
his normaicondition and no further anxiety 
was felt. 

Father Phelan says his brother's iliness ts 
due to the receptions at Halifax. People in 
that cold climate bundle up ordinarily to 
the very ears, but on reception nights 
full dress is required. The Consul-General 
had a cold before attending bis last reception 
there, a week agolast Thursday, and the ex- 
apemy in swallow tailand pumps had resulted 
n the cough which had nearly ended his life.

THE WAR TAXES. 


Probable Passage of the Bill To-Day by the 
House of Representatives.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. February 26.—To- 
day the Judiciary Committee of the House 
will direct that a favorable report be submitted 
on the Senate billto returnto the States the 
direct war tax collected under act of August 6, 
1861, which will refund to the several States 
upwards of $16,000,000. Under this act New 
York will receive $2,213,000. In all probability 
there will be no reduction of the revenue by this 
Congress, and this measure will do much to- 
wards reducing State taxation and at the same 
time decrease the surplus ofthe Treasury. A 
number of States to which this money is due 
have agreed that it be expended for educa- 
tional purposes. Friends of the measure have 
found at least three-fourths of the members 
of the House are favorable to the passage of 
the bill. Mr. Bennett, who has charge of it, 
believes the Speaker will give him proper 
recognition under the suspension of the rules, 
and that the Dillcan be passed to-day. There 
isa general demand from the various States 
that the bill be passed. it will refund to the 
States the money gained from them through 
forced taxation.

WAR DOGS OF AUSTRIA. 


EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH’S COMBINED 
ARMIES NUMBER 4,276,000 MEN. 


Peculiar Organization of the Austrian Mili- 
tary Forces—An Anxious Empire That 
Has Little to Gain, But Much to Lose— 
But One General With a Great Victory 
to His Credit—The Outlook Not En- 
couraging. 


Austria, no less than France and Germany, 
is now feverishly preparing her forces for an 
impending struggle in which she must feel 
that not merely the integrity of a portion of 
her territory, but probably her existence asa 
nation is at stake. Over the Galician frontier 
she sees the heavy storm clouds thickly 
gathering and the far horizon bristling with 
Cossack lances. All questions of internal 
politics have, therefore, been laid aside, and 
the approaching danger engrossesthe entire 
attention of both Cisleithanian and Trans- 
leithanian legislators. During the past week 
alone a large sum has been voted by the Hun- 
garian Diet for increasing the strength of the 
Landwehr and Landsturm. During the com- 
ing one a similar measure may psss the 
Reichsrath. In short, the Austrian Empire 
intends to meet the emergency prepared to 
the full extent of her resources. 


Archduke Albert, 
General Inspector, Austrian Army. 


Before touching upon her military and naval 
strength it might be well to explain in as few 
words as possible the exact relationship toone 
another ofthetwo component parts of this 
great dual monarchy. In 187 the Empire wa% 
divided into Cisleithania (consisting of the 
German provinces of the Empire, as well as 
Galizia, Dalmatia and Bohemia) and Trans- 
leithania, including Hungary, Croatia and 
Slavonia. Each section while being equally 
subordinated to the sceptre of the Hapsburgs, 
has its own national representation, and only 
on the question of the regular army and of 
Austria’s relations with foreign powers are 


the two balves of the Empire a unit. Both 
countries evén control their own Landwehr, 
80 thatin treating of Austria’s military forces 
we have to consider three entirely separate 
elements: Firstiy, the reguiar army; sec- 
ondly, the Landwehr of Cisleithania, and, 
thirdly, the Honved army, or Transileithanian 
Landwehr. 

As in the large majority of Continental 
countries, military service in Austria is made 
generaland compulsory by law. Every citizen 

& having reached the age 
of 20 comes within its 
provisions and remains 
subject to it during 
twelve years,three years 
in the standing army, 
seven inthe reserve, and 
two in the Landwehr. 
On a war footing the 
combined armies of the 
Empire number no less 
than 1,276,000 men, of 
which 872,000 belong to 
the regulararmy,includ- 
wah ees ela: 310,000 to 
the Landwebr,both mon- 
Count Rylandt Rheydt, archies furnishing about 
Austrian Minister of Varan equal share, and 94,- 
000 are reserves on the recruiting lists. A 
military law passed in Is882 created still an- 
other reserve force, called the Landsturm, 
but so far its effectiveness has not been accu- 
rately ascertained. It comprises men from 
the age of 32 to 40.

The Archduke, 
who is the Einperor’s uncle, can boast of be- 
ingthe only livine Austrian General with a 
victory to hiscredit. It was a brilliant one, 
nevertheless, and will be inscribed in golden 
letters on the pages of Austrian history. 
Who among the older readers of the Worup 
but will remember the news of the battle 
of Custozza, nearly twenty-one years 
ago, when Victor Emanuel’s large 
army was put to ignominious flight by the 
Archduke’s greatly in- 
ferior force? But such 
is the grim irony of fate 
that neither this brill- 
lant triumph nor the 
equally glorious victory 
of Lissa saved Austria 
from losing her Venetian 

rovinces in that fate 

ul year of 1866. 

The Austrian general 
staff ulso stands under 
the direct orders of the 
Emperor. Its present 
dk gy chief is Field-Marshal 

Lieut. Von Beck, a 


Gen. Von Beck, native of the Duchy of 
Chief of the General Baden, with a brother 
Staff. serving in the German 
army, He is assisted by Gen. Von Herneck. 
The officers of the general staff are partly dis- 
tributed among the higher commands of the 
army und partly engaged inthe development 
of militarv.services in the general bureau. 
There is also a general staif for the artillery 
and engineering branches. 

The grades in the Austrian armv, beginning 
with the non-commissioned officers, are as 
follows: Caporal, oT perpeees Zugsfuehrer, 

ton leader: Feuerwerker, Or sergeant- 
Sender. ana Cadet - Ofizier- Stelivertreter, or ofti- 
cer's substitute. ‘ho attain the last named 
grade an examinat at the Cadetten- Schule is 
necessary. There are sixteen such institutions 
in Austria. The commissioned officers’ grades 
are identically the same as in the army of the 
United States. The higher officers are the 
General- Major, the equivalent of Brigadier- 
General; the Feldmarschall- Lieutenant, or Gen- 
eral of a Division; the Feldzeugs-meister, or 
General of a Corps d’Armee, and lastly the 
Field Marshal. Archduke Albrecht is the only 
ofticer of this grade at present. 

The standing army is composed of 102 regi- 
ments of the line. Each regiment carries, in 
addition to its number, the name of its ‘‘pro- 
prietary colonel.’’ This is an entirely hon- 
orary title, given by the Emperor to foreign 
Princes or important personages in general. 
Some regiments have even two proprietary 
coloneis—the first a foreigner, the second 
some Austrian military celebrity. Other regi- 
ments have preserved the names of the pro- 
prietary colonels who distinguished them- 
selves in vias od campaigns. The ‘‘crack’’ 
Viennese regithent—the Fourth Infantry—bas 
heen called since its creation in 1696 the Hoch- 
und-Deutschmeister (Grand Master of tne 
German Knights), and js held as high in popu- 
lar estimation in the Kaiserstadt as the Prev- 
brajenski is in St. Petersburg, the Grenadier 
Guards Regiment in London and the ‘‘Gallant 
seventh’’ in New York.

The editor, however, in a foot- 
note, very sensibly calis attention to the fact 
that but for the energetic remongtrances of 
the press England would never have known of 
the suffering and misery her brave men were 
undergoing; Florence Nightingale would 
never have been stirred up to do her noble 
work, and the very issues of the war might 
have been changed. 

With respect to the Indian mutiny very little 
is said, andif the journal may be viewed in 
any sense as a mirror of the feeling of the En- 
glish people, the nation seems to have viewed 
that appalling calamity with a phlegmatic 
passiveness absolutely amazing. Scarcely any 
mention at all is made of the tortures inflicted 
upon British subjects by the rebels. All 
anxiety both on the part of Government and 
people seems to be directed toward the issues 
of the rebellion and ita future effect on India. 
Mr. Greville grows quite depressed over his 
opinions on the future of India, and makes 
dismai prophecies, which so far have not been 
fulfilled. In one place he says: 


I begin to have the most dismal forebodings 
upon this Indian question. I continue indeed 
to believe that by dint of enormous exertions, 
by a vast expenditure of money, and by send- 
ing outevery Man we can raise and makea 
soldier of, we shall sooner or later conquer 
the mutineers and suppress the rebellion, but 
lexpect we shall lose our Indian Empire. I 
may possibly not liveto see the catastrophe, 
but those who are twenty or may be ten years 
younger than I am, in all probability will. 


It is satisfactory to note that in 1887, thirty 
years after, there are no immediate signs of 
the fulfillment of this gloomy prediction. 

In 1856 differences arose between England 
and America in consequence of the enlistment 
of American citizens inthe British army and 
also with reference to the British possessions in 
Central America. At one time war was im- 
minent, and Mr. Greville makes some perti- 
nent remarks upon the subject which may 
interest those who remember the dispute, 
The date is June 1, 1856.

INTEREST IN THE OCEAN RACE INCREAS- 
ING AS STARTING DAY APPROACHES. 


Robert Bonner Says that Money Cannot 
Buy Maud S.—Schaefer’s Three-Cushion 
Tournament—Gossip Among the Ath- 
letes—Bowling and Billiard News—Base 
Ball Chat. 


By Telegraph tothe PosT-DISPATCH. 

New YorRK, February 26.—Tug-boat Stark 
made fast to the schooner yacht Dauntless 
shortly before$ o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and towed her into the East River from her 
perth. Asshe cleared the end ofthe pier she 
fired a gun, and before the smoke had time 
to roll away two little rolls of bunting at either 
mast-head had been broken out and from the 
fore-truck fluttered the graceful pennant of 
the New York Yacht Club, while from the 
mainmast was displayed the private signal of 
her owner, Mr. C. H. Colt—a swallow tail, with 
black triangle at the mast, with white 
star in its centre. At the same time 
the union-jack was broken out from its flag- 
staff atthe bowsprit end, and the ——, 
ensign was trailed gracefully from the taffrmil, 
the yacht being thus formally put in com- 
mission. As the schooner 

SWUNG AROUND 
and straightened on her course down the 
river, she made a magnificent appearance. 
Her squaresail had been bent tothe yard and 
neatly furled; all her sails were stowed snug- 
ly in their cloths,and she logked fit to sail 
fora man’s life. Mr. Colt, her owner, was on 
board, and with him, as guests, were ex-Com- 
modore James D. Smith of the New York 
Yacht Club; Mr. John H. Bird, the Secretary 


of the Club, and Mr. Ernest Stapies. The two 
latter gentlemen are to be the guests 
of Mr. Colt in his race across’ the 
Atlantic. Mr. Staples is an old 


ocean yachtsman, he having been one of 
the party on board the Fleetwing- during the 
great ocean race with the Henrietta and Vesta 
in 1866. Capt. Samuels in a brand new suit of 
yachting uniform was at the wheel of the 
yacht as she left the dock and looked fully ten 
years younger than he did on the day previous 
in his every-day shore clothes. All of the 
other officers of the yacht except Sailing-mas- 
ter Carpenter, who had not yet joined them, 
were in their proper places and they,as well as 
thecrew, were dressed in their new uniforms. 
There were fully 10,000 people at the dock 
when the yacht swung outin the stream and 
they gave three rousing cheers as evi- 
dence of good wishes. Before sne leit, in 


order to make assurance doubly sure, some 
stoutlocust preventer spreaders were!got aloit 
and seized to the mast-heads to reinforce the 
iron one already there, and almost the last 
thing taken on board were a «dozen beauti- 
fully polished gypsy bars from wood from

weremade. In the cabin of the Dauntless 
there was notthe slightest indication of the 
serious nature of the service to which she is 
destined. The carpet was down, an elegant 
table-cover hid the mahogany tabie and on this 


was a handsome bank of natural fow- 
ers, the gift of some friends. Taste- 
ful articles of brass were distributed 


bere andthere. On deck every bit of bright 
work was polished to the last degree of brill- 
jlancy. There have been taken outof her iif- 
teen tons of dead weight, and in piace of this 
Capt. Samuels had about two tons of loose 
lead to be used as trimming as experience 
muy prove to be necessary in her preliminary 
triuis. In her keel have beenrun fiveanda 
haif tons of lead. Thus, although thirteen 
tons lighter than before, she will have greater 
stability. ‘To-day she will have her first trial 
under canvas in her new form, and during 
me next week she will go out for a sail every 
ay.

MINING IN ARKANSAS. 


The Immense Deposits of Antimony in the 
State Utilized. 


Special Correspondence of the PostT-DISPATCH. 
ANTIMONY CiTy, Ark., Feb. 24.—The name 
of Arkansaw seems to be an injury to one of 
the best States in the Union. Not only in pro- 
ductive soil, magnificent timber, with natural 
water courses sufficient for all kinds of manu- 
factories, but recent developments of her 
mineral resources should be sufficient to over- 
come all feelings of antagonism on account of 


ame. 
Some four vears ago an Eastern syndicate 


commenced operations in the Cossatot mining 
district for the purpose of utilizing the im- 
mense deposits of antimony by manufactur- 
ing the same info babbit metal, Britannia 
ware, etc. These efforts proving successful, 
last fall a large lotof machinery was placed 
and mining operations begun in earnest. 
Several fine indications of silver were found 
from time totime, but their whole interest 
being centered in antimony but little atten. 
tion was paid to the silver. A month 
since their antimony, seemed to be carrying 
considerable silver they pushed the shafts 
down and after taking about 200 tons of ore 
from one shaft they found they hada four- 
foot vein of almost solid metal, carrying large 
percentage of silver. This proves to be a true 
fissure vein and to all appearance inex- 
haustible. About 100 mines are now lo- 
cated, forty of which are put down 
to the ore which promises very rich 
metal. No doubts now exist as to successful 
mining in Arkansas. In addition to these 
mines, fully fifty claims of iron and man- 
ganese have been tested, located and re- 
corded; and I learn that a Pennsylvania syndi- 
cate have arranged to expend $50,000 in devel- 
oping the manganese, with a view to poe 
in blast furnaces, steel-works, etc. This be- 
ing so, Arkansas may yet come out of the 
woods, and Birmingham, Ala., have a rival in 
these wilds that may share some of her glory. 


THE SCORPIONS OF MEXICO, 


Habits of a Common Pest—Effects of Their 
Sting. 
Letter in Boston Transcript. 

The most common pests in Mexico are 
scorpions, for during certain seasons of 
the year they are as numerous as flies 
around a sugar-house. They are within 
the cracks of the wall, between bricks of 


the tiles of the floor, hiding inside 
your garments, darting everywhere 
with inconceivable rapidity, their 
tails (the ‘*‘business end’’ which 


holds the sting) ready to fly up with 
dangerous effect upon the slightest prov- 
ocation: Turn upa corner of the rug or 
tablespread and you disturb a flourishing 
colony of them; shake your shoes in the 
morning and out they tlop; throw your 
bath-sponge into the water, and half a 
dozen of them dart out of its cool depths, 
into which they had wiggled for a siesta; 
in short, every article you touch must be 
treated like a dose of medicine—‘‘to 
be we!l shaken before taken.” ‘The aver- 
age scorpion ismahogany-hued and about 
two inches long: but I have’seen them as 
long as five inches. The small, yellowish 
Variety are considered most dangerous, 
aud their bite is most apprehended at mid- 
day. In Durango they are black and so 
alarmingly numerous—having been al- 
lowed to breed for centuries in the de- 
serted mines—that the Goverment orders 
areward per head (or rather per tail) 
to whoever will kill them. Their sting 
is seldom fatal, butit is more or less 
severe, according to the state of the sys- 
tem. Victims have been known to remain 
for days in convulsions, foaming at the 
mouth, with stomach swelled asin dropsy; 
while others do not suffer much more than 
from a bee sting. The common remedies 
are brandy, taken in sufficient quantities 
to stupefy the patient, ammonia, admin- 
istered both externally and internally, 
boiled silk and guaiacum. It is also of use 
to press a large key, or othér tube, on the 
wound to force out part of the poison. 

As most of my readers are aware, this 
species of insect—a genus of Arachnida of 
the order Pulmonaria—is distinguished 
from other spiders by having the abdo- 
men articulated, with a sharp, curved 
spur at the extremity, beneath which are 
two pores from which the venom flows, 
supplied by any meres glands at the base 
of the segment. The anterior pair af feet, 
or palpi, are modified into pincers or 
claws, fixe those of a lobster, by which 
it seizes its prey, while the other 
feet resemble those of ordinary spiders. 
Naturalists divide the genus into sub- 
genera, according to the number of their 
eyes, whether six, eight ortwelve. They 
eat the eggs of spiders, and also feed on 
beetles and other insects, piercing the 
orey with their stingers again and again 

efore beginning the meal. When alarmed 
or irritated a scorpion ‘‘shows fight’’ im- 
mediately, running about and waving his 
sting in all directions, for attack or de- 
fense, evidently aware of its power. 

The young scorpions are produced at 
astonishingly frequent intervals, the 
mother displaying far more regard for her 
offspring than their vicious natures seem 
to justify. During their brief infancy she 
carries them about clinging in great num-

MR- GRENFELL’S ROMANCE,

A Famous Missionary Who Married One of 
Africa’s Dusky Daughters. 


From the New York Sun. 


Probably no missionary in the world has 
been so prominently before the public ig 
the last two years as the Rev. CGeorga 
Grenfell of the Baptist Congo Mission. Hig 
name will always be associated with the 
exploration of most of the Congo trily. 
taries that are now known. He has pot 
only seen more of the Congo basin thay 
any other man, but heisalso a carefy! 
observer, a good route surveyor, and 
fairly well skilled in the use of geogra))j. 
cal instruments. The geographical s:v je. 
ties of England, France and Germany 
have sought for and published contrihy. 
tions from him. and there is no doubt 
that, next to Livingstone and Krapf, he 
deservedly ranks among the foremost of 
Africa’s missionary travelers. 

Perhaps few of the thousand who have 
read the report of his interesting journeys 
are aware that Mr. Grenfe!!. who ix a 
thorough Englishman, is the husband ofa 
native of Africa. His wife is a colored 
woman, originally a heathen, whose tribe 
has for many years inhabited the Atlantie 
coast, a little north of Congo. He is, per- 
haps, the only white missiouary in Africa 
who has married a native. 

This strange marriage is said to have 
come aboutin this way: Few missiona- 
ries in Africa have had Grenfell’s large 
and varied experience, though he is stil! 
in the prime of life. 

Before we heard of him on the Congo at 
all he told us much about the Camervous 
country, which the Germans have since 
annexed. Grenfell is one of the few 
men who seem to be _ perfectly 
adapted for such a life as he is leai- 
ing. He loves his wild surroundings, he 
loves the explorer’s toilsome life, he seems 
to endure the climate as well as a native, 
and his heart is thoroughly enlisted in the 
work of Christian missions. While geog- 
raphers have been reading and writing 
about the new regions and tribes he has. 
revealed to the world, he has looked upon 
these new countries chiefly as new fields 
for missionary enterprises. 

Grenfell made up his mind long ago that 
he was destined tolive and die in Africa, 
He decided, it is said, after long retiec- 
tion, that it would greatiy impair his use- 
fulness if he took a wife from among the 
fair daughters of his nativeland. He had 
good reason to doubt that he would be 
lucky enough to find a white woman 
who could endure &s well as he the cli- 
mate of the torrid zone. He had not the 
slightest desire to marry anybody whose 
life or health would be sacrificed if he 
took her to Africa. or for whom he might 
have to sacrifice his life-work by going 
back to England with her. He therefore 
decided when he married to wed a native 
of the country. 

In the course of time Grenfell met his 
fate at the mission station and trading- 
post of Kabinda, on the coast not far
